RATIONS FOR INCREAS­ 
ING MILK YIELD 
MMM* 
“What is is good grain feed to feed 
a cow that ig rather old and out of 
condition to make her come up in 
milk as well as fatten up?”—J. P. B., 
Oklahoma County, Oklahoma. 
A little linseed meal makes a very 
good addition to a ration for a cow* 
bat is producing heavily, or whose 
digestive organs are slightly out of 
commission. It would be rather hard 
to recommend a ration that will In­ 
crease the milk flow of a cow as well 
make her fatten. 
A cow that is 
not doing well should be fed on such 
rough feed as will be easily eaten 
such as alfalfa hay or silage, rather 
than prairie hay or corn fodder. Feed 
no more than the cow will clean up 
at one time, and feed 
regularly. 
It 
may take some little time for her to 
get back to her normal form, especi­ 
ally as she is an old animal. Wheat 
bran is a very good feed for a dairy 
cow, is rather laxative, very nutri­ 
tious, and more cooling than corn. 
Corn and kafir are the standard fat­ 
tening feed*, and can be used to good 
advantage in a ration, especially in 
connection 
with 
alfalfa 
hay, 
but 
should not be fed to a cow in any 
quantity just before or after calving. 
It is very palatable and much liked 
b> cows, and is a valuable feed to use 
in connection with feeds lacking in 
protein, such es corn and kafir chop, 
silage, corn fodder and prairie hay.*

ENLIGHTENMENT. 
We have had frequent occasion to 
speak of the progressive opinions of 
the Court of Criminal Appeals of Ok­ 
lahoma. Some lawyers question the 
wisdom of following the decisions of 
these newer states. 
We would re­ 
mind such that the architecture of our 
best western cities follows, not what 
was characteristic of New York fifty 
years ago, but what is characteristic 
of the metropolis tiday. Western tend­ 
encies are modern. 
A man charged 
with murder was recently convicted in 
Oklahoma of m anslaughter and sen­ 
tenced to a term of twenty-five years’ 
imprisonment. The trial court errone­ 
ously instructed the jury on the doc­ 
trine of self-defense. 
The 
evidence 
showed that the deceased was shot in 
the back. Oklahoma’s statutes, like 
those of many states, provide th at no 
appeal the higher court 
must 
give 
judgment without regard to techni­ 
cal errors or defects 
or 
exceptions 
whi do not 
affect 
the 
substantial 
rights of the parties. 
The Supreme 
Courts if many states have deliberate­ 
ly ignired this statute. Oklahoma is 
trying to live up to it. New York has 
the same statute exactly. In this case 
Oklahoma court said: 
“Upon a consideration of the entire 
record, we are of the opinion 
that, 
while the trial court erred as to the 
law*, the jury were clearly right in 
the conclusion at which they arrived; 
and that if any mistake was made, it 
was in convicting 
the appellant 
of 
m anslaughter in the first degree, when 
they should have convicted him of 
murder. * ♦ * While there is error in 
the record, yet we find that appellant 
suffered no injury thereby. 
Speaking of Appellate Courts which 
reverse cases because of the ignor­ 
ance or mistaken judgment of prose­ 
cutors and trial judges, where a flaw­ 
less new trial could result inly in a 
lil^e verdict, the court quotes frim one 
of its former decisions these words: 
“We decline to be bound by or to 
follow’ a line of authorities so repug­ 
nant to reasin, so demoralizing to re­ 
spect for law, and so destructive to 
justice. * • * We believe that Appel­ 
late Courts should faithfully and fear­ 
lessly do their duty, and decide ev­ 
ery question presented with reference 
to the substantial merits of the case. 
In this way only can justice be ad­ 
ministered.*' 
Chief Justice Henry Furman of the 
Court of Criminal Appeals of Okla­ 
homa, w ho w rote this opinion in Fow­ 
ler vs. State, 
126 
Pacific 
Reporter, 
page 831. was at one time one of the 
most celebrated crim inal lawyers of 
Northern Texas, and the Indian T erri­ 
tory. When practicing he ujfed, in the 
interest it his clients, every dodge and 
technicality known to the law. Ag a 
judge he has set his face against a 
s>stem which he knows by experience 
is responsible in large part 
for 
the 
distrust in which the adm inistration 
of justice in our criminal 
courts 
is 
rightly held by the public. In early 
life he was a common seaman, which 
ma> account for his commin sense — 
Collier’s Weekly.
